Sfcarly idl fruit shippers know 
that all fruits need ventilation in tran- 
gir 
Adopt the ventilated crate and the 


standard quart bos fur all shipments of 
berries. 


Michigan shippers use the bushel and 


half bushel split basket for peaches, 
vrhich has proved a very desirable pack- 
age. 
I recommend this package for 


northern Ohio and all northern states 
TheBela-ware five-eighths bushel basket, 
•svhicb- holds :i full half bushel, has only 
one disadvantage — it \vill turn over in 
the cars. If this package could be made 
larger at the borrom, almost as large as 
at the top, the baskets would, pack bet- 
ter in the cars and carry better. For the 
Alberta peach the sis basket carrier ia 
the package and cannot be improved 
upon. Maryland shippers use too many 
different sized packages for the west 
Only two are necessary — the six basket 
carrier for fancy peaches and the full 
bushel boi for sill else. If you convince 
a buyer you are giving him full meas- 
ure, he will pay what the goods are 
worth, but if doubtful about this he will 
ngure the shortage hi his own favor.

Spraying Machinery. 


In a comparative trial of many kinds 


of machines designed for spraying pota- 
toes at the Cornell station, it -was found 
that those machines are unsatisfactory 
in which liqiiHls are distributed wholly 
by the force of gravity. Gravity spray- 
ers are of value when the liquids are 
broken into A spray after leaving tho 
discharge pipes. This may be done by 
means of air blasts or by revolving 
brushes. 


Pump? for driving the liquids thiougb 


nozzles are 011 the whole most satis- 
factory. 
They can be arranged so thut 


several rows may be sprayed at once. 


Horsepower sprayers can be recom- 


mended for sprayuig potatoes. If the 
plants arc sprnypd for tho potato beetle, 
one nozzle over each row is sufficitnt. 
For flea beetles and for fungous diseases, 
it is better to have two nozzles for each 
row, that a more thorough application 
may be made 


Ponder gnus are very satisfactory 


when insec-ai'ides are to be applied to 
potatoes, although wind -and dry foliage 
may letitn the; -value of the treatments. 


Fungicides should usually be applied 


in liquid form, using machinery which 
will treat the vines thoroughly as fasi 
as a aian or a hcr^e can walk. 


BEEHIVES FOR FARMERS. 


Moialilv Comb Hive*. 


The late L. L. Laugstn.llJ, invi-iuur 


if the movable oomb beehive several 
tiui<?» a<h isol farmers against the use of 
tlua hivtr. His reason probably for this 
ai5.v;c<» wa» Jhat farmer beekeepers are 
not j,'«-"«"n»Hy well informed regarding 
the seifiscf of beekeeping, and the mov- 
able combs wiric* ilifia into ttctiiuely 
and isujiroixT uiaiHjjalstioiiS with the 
t \V. 2. Hutrhiusoa, ihe wvll known 


ilu-higaubei-kct-per, writing to Country 
Ceatlemjui, says: Probably the great- 
_v-t mistakes in this line come from ili- 
vldinir colonies too early, or too late, or 
too frequently, or in an improper man- 
ner. To mate increase artificially in a 
prouer manner requires judgment and 
a thorough knowk-dgn of the principles 
of beekeeping—in fact, very few special- 
ists now practice making increase arti- 
ficially. 


The movable comb laid bare the se- 


crets of tho hive, and now that they 
have been learned there is really but 
little need ot moving the combs, save in 
exceptional wises. Of course in pro- 
ducing extracted honey the combs ill 
the supers must be handled, bat experi- 
enced honey producers seldom disturb 
thi combs of tho brood nest. When there 
are external indications that something 
is wrong, then the brood nest is opened 
to leara what the trouble is. 


In the lost few years there has been a 


(iispubiiiuu io handle iiives mere find 
frames (combs) less, and hives have 
been modified with that end in view. 
"Without decrying the value of movable 
combs, the advice is given that unless 
their owner will take the trouble to 
learn ho%v to use them properly he hart 
better let them alone. Even experts have 
talked of dispensing with movable 
combs. 


A swarm hived in a box hive, of the 


right size and shape will store just as 
much honey in the supers as it would 
had it been hived in a movable comb 
hive. The bees will winter just as well 
—perhaps better—in the box hive. They 
will store as much honey tho next year, 
and the next, and so on, and so long as 
everything goes well all is •well, but 
when trouble comes—if a queen is lost, 
if a colony is found short of stores late 
in the fall, if disease (foul brood) gets 
into tho apiary, etc.—then movable 
combs are needed. The advice of die 
authority quoted to farmers is to 
i 


movable combs and learn how to use 
them, or else let them alone, except t< 
remedy some trouble that has come to 
:i colony. But it cannot be disputed tha 
most excellent and profitable bet-keep 
ing can be carried on without movabli 
comb hives.

other way.

•while that of the whito varieties was 
but -33. S'^ marked a difference in favor

as the sharp edges of the tea

To make tho tea cigarette one takes a 


grade of green tea which has but little 
dnst. being composed of unbroken leaf, 
and dampens it carefully, just enough to 
permit the leaves to be unrolled with- 
out being broken, and so as to be left 
pliablo and capable of being stuffed iu 
the paper cylinder, while the dampness 
is not sufficient to stain the paper. The 
cigarettes are laid aside for a few days 
and are then ready to be srooked. 


The feelicg of a tea cigarette in the 


mouth is peculiar. The taste is not so 
disagreeable as might be supposed, buv- 
the effect ou the tyro is a eeuse of thick- 
ening in the head and * disposition to 
take hold of something or sit down. If 
the beginner quits them, that settles it, 
he will not try tea cigarettes- again 
If. 


however, the smoker sits down and tries 
a second cigarette, inhaling it deeply, 
then the thickening feeling passes and 
is succeeded by one of intense exhilara- 
tion. The nerves are stimulated until 
the smoker fet-ls like flying, skirt danc- 
ing or doing something else entirely out 
of tlie common way. This stage lasts as 
long a' the smoke continues, which is 
until the reaction of tho stomach iCts in. 


Woids cannot describe tho final effects 


of the tea cigarette. Tho agony of tho 
opium fiend is a shadow to that of tho 
naufeatPil victim of the tea cigarette. It 
will he hours before food can be looked 
:it, vet the first step toward a cure is a 
cup'of tea. An hour afterward comes 
the craving fir the tea i-.icurette.—Oin- 
ciniiuti Tribune.
